No fix in sight as clubhouse roof gets worse 





More than a month after it was last 
discussed, the roof at the Agawam 
Municipal Golf Course is deteriorat- 
ing with each rainstorm, and town of- 
ficials aren't finding funds for a repair.

The roof at the Agawam Municipal Golf 
Course building remains in major need of 


Following the City Council's rejec- 
tion of a general fund request a couple 
of months ago to replace the roof for 
about $73,000, Mayor Richard Cohen 
said this week he is waiting for retained 
earnings to be certified by the state De- 
partment of Revenue to see what funds 
are available for such a project. 

He did not offer an estimate on 
what the retained earnings will be, 
but they will likely have gone down 
because of a wet spring that resulted 


through nearly half of June. 

Golf Course General Manager Tony 
Roberto said he tried to pitch the use 
of general fund money to replace 
the roof. He said he did not want to 
expend the courses entire retained 
earnings in the event an emergency 
occurs and funds are needed quickly. 
Roberto also said he was unsure there 
were enough retained earnings in the 
account for such a massive project.

Parents can't park on street anymore 


Middle school unveils 
new traffic plan with 
car queue in back

There will be a major change 
for parents dropping off or picking 
up students at Doering School this 
year. 

Starting Sept. 7, the first day of 
school, parking will be banned on 
Main Street, both in front of the 
school and the Town Hall — and

the school’s front parking lot will be 
closed for morning drop-offs and 
afternoon dismissals. 

Doering Principal Sue Federico 
said safety is the primary reason for 
the new street parking prohibitions. 
Road projects this fall that will im- 
pact school traffic — replacing the 
Morgan-Sullivan Bridge connecting 
Agawam to West Springfield and 
repaving Reed Street next to the 
school parking lot — compelled 
the school to make the changes. 
Additionally, a new Main Street 
bike lane, to be added as part of the 
bridge project, will run on the same 
side of the street as the school. 


“Buses and cars will now share 
the same school driveways, so par- 
ents need to be aware of the new 
pattern, said Federico. She said 
the plan was developed during the 
summer in consultation with the 
Police Department, the town engi- 
neer, the school bus company and 
School Superintendent Steve Le- 
manski. 

For morning drop-offs, parents 
will now enter the school driveway 
next to the front parking lot and 
drive around the rear of the school 
to the front entrance on the oppo-

Planning Board, 
Crestview voice 
objections to plan

The Planning Board has 
concerns about “spot zoning, 
and worries about what a fu- 
ture landowner could build, at 
311 Shoemaker Lane. 

At a public hearing last 
week, the board voted unan- 
imously to give a negative 
recommendation to the City 
Council on a proposed zone 
change on the rural property. 
The owner, Tim Zielinski, is 
proposing to re-zone the back 
half of his more than 100-acre 
property as industrial land, 
to accommodate a 22-acre 
ground-mounted solar energy 
array. The City Council is ex- 
pected to hold its own public 
hearing on the proposal at its 
Sept. 18 meeting. 

“Personally, I am very in fa- 
vor of solar, but I don't think 
this is the right place for it, 
said Planning Board Chairman 
Mark Paleologopoulos. 

The proposed industrial 
zone would be surrounded on 
all sides by agricultural and 
residential land. A thin “finger” 
of industrial zoned property — 
wide enough for a driveway — 
would connect the back lot to 
Shoemaker Lane. The land on 
the north side of Shoemaker 
Lane is zoned industrial. 

Nick Pandolfi, a member 
of the board, called the zone 
change request “a perfect ex-

bicycle safety at the busy crossing of Maple, 
North, Springfield and Rowley streets. It in- 





cludes dedicated, striped bicycle lanes and 
crossings. 

Town Engineer Michelle Chase said the 
project had already scored in the “top 10” 
priorities identified by a Complete Streets vi- 
sioning process, which looked at Agawam’s 
bicycle, pedestrian and public transit needs. 
Some of the other top priorities are on state- 
owned roadways, making them ineligible for 
Complete Streets grants. 

Another consideration was whether the 

project would help Agawam get the state 
grant. Several aspects of the O'Briens Corner 
project make it attractive to the state officials 
who hold the purse strings. Foremost is that 
it will provide a safer walk for Robinson Park 
School pupils. It also feels more substantial 
than an omnibus grant application full of 
small, scattered fixes. It can be extended to 
serve both Springfield Street and North Aga- 
wam. 
“We know how competitive the Complete 
Streets program is, and we wanted to start 
with something that created a hub and ... 
ticked off a lot of boxes they had.’

other parts of Route 147 — are being neglect- 
ed. Chase said the town will paint bike lanes 
along the length of Silver Street this year, and 
some sections of Shoemaker Lane. More are 
coming next year, including, Chase said, bike 
lanes leading from O'Briens Corner down 
Springfield Street, past Goodies and Take 5, as 
far as Mill Street. 

Meanwhile, the town plans to hold a public 
meeting in September to discuss preliminary 


plans and schedules for the O’Brien’s Corner 
project, Chase said.

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Summer rain doesn’t douse faith’s fire at annual church event

For the first time in five years, a rain- 
storm forced the Faith on Fire Catholic Ral- 
ly to move inside the church, but it didn't 
dampen the spirits, excitement and energy 
of the attendees. 

The Faith on Fire Catholic Rally drew 
more than a thousand people over its two- 
day run-time, bringing the Catholic com- 
munity together for singing, praying, and 
celebrating their faith at the Sacred Heart 
Church on August 17 and 18. 

“When I was standing at the altar and 
I look out and I see everyone with their 
hands raised, singing so loud and standing 
up for Christ — that for me was one of the 
most joyful things I’ve seen in a very long 
time. It was awesome. I was blessed to be 
able to see it. I'm feeling very grateful,’ said 
event co-organizer Deb Briancesco. Run- 
ning the event, she said, “fills me in ways I 
never thought I could be filled. I don't think 
I could put it into words. Even in the trying 
moments I have loved every one of them. 
I would do this hands down anytime. It’s a 
privilege to me.’ 

A sunny, perfect Thursday evening drew 
more than 600 people and was followed up 
by unsettled clouds and rain on Friday, but 
that didn't deter the crowds as more than 
500 packed into the Sacred Heart Church 
to continue the festivities. 

Enclosed by the walls of Sacred Heart, 
the indoor rally had a powerful, electric, 
energized atmosphere, with the peoples 
faith and hope hanging palpable in the air. 

From guest speakers, to prayers, con- 
fession opportunities, food, and praise and 
worship music from Psalm 33 and Jack 
Yourous, there was plenty to keep the at- 
tendees entertained, engaged, and inspired 
in the fifth year of the rally, which has be- 
come an annual tradition for Catholics 
from Agawam and beyond. 

“People are hungry for faith and Christ. 
Were giving them an opportunity to have 
that relationship with the Holy Spirit,’ Deb 
said. “It’s just an outpouring. It keeps peo- 
ple on the wonderful road of Christ so they 
keep continuing to grow. That’s what it’s all 
about. There's more [people] this year. Ev- 
ery year we see more. It grows.’ 

Debs husband of 43 years and fellow 
co-organizer Peter said one of the memo- 
rable highlights of the event is seeing how 
people can change over the course of the 
evening and “to see them worshiping the 
lord as he goes by and see the conviction in 
their face at prayer. Theres nothing like it. 
Its just wonderful to see the devotion and 
the love of what happens here.’ 

The event attracts Catholics with a life- 
long devotion as well as those just starting 
or finding the way back to religion. Lee 
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Reynolds of Westfield has been helping as 
a volunteer for all five years of Faith on Fire. 
While she was born and raised a Catholic, 
she took a break for 20 years after she went 
away for college. 

“You dont feel so bad [during the break], 
but you still have the guilt; said Reynolds. 
“I had a neighbor move in that insisted I 
go, and I fought it and then I did finally go 
one day, 20 years later. It was on the feast 
of Saint Rita of Cascia, who I had prayed 
to since I was little, and then I knew I was 
supposed to be there. It is so powerful to be 
part of this Catholic renewal that it brings 
you back ever year it’s been a joy to watch 
people love the Lord and praise him pub- 
licly-” 

Participants said the messages and les- 
sons preached by the guest speakers each 
year help add new perspectives and ideas 
for people to implement into their daily 
lives. 

“It’s faith alive. It's praising and glorify- 
ing God and finding people who really re- 
joice in their faith and it’s fun. It’s incred- 
ible to see everyone really close together 
and standing up and praying and worship- 
ing; just the visual of all these people wor- 
shiping god together, said Megan Johnson, 
a first-time volunteer in her second year 
attending the rally. “[One of] the speakers 
was speaking about faith and truth and 
that really spoke to what I've been thinking 
about in my prayer life so I think I can take 
his message from yesterday and really ap- 
ply that? 

The rally is funded through fundraisers 
and offerings and any leftover funds are 
donated to local food pantries and other 
causes. This year had about 50 people help- 
ing volunteer time and energy to planning,

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Council primary possible with 
nominations due this Thursday

On Tuesday morning there were 18 
confirmed candidates on the ballot for 
City Council — but seven additional hope- 
fuls who had taken out nomination papers. 
If five or more of those candidates return 
their nominating petitions by Thursday 
afternoon, Agawam will have a contested 
preliminary election for the council. 

Nomination papers are due at 5 p.m. 
on Aug. 24 at the town clerk's office on 
the first floor of Town Hall, 36 Main St., 
Agawam. To be nominated for mayor, 
City Council or School Committee, a 
candidate must return a petition with 
the signatures of at least 100 Agawam 
registered voters. 

Three candidates for mayor have done 
so: Vakny Chonmany, James Cichetti and 
William Sapelli. They will appear on the 
ballot in the Oct. 10 preliminary election; 
the top two vote-getters will move on to 
the Nov. 7 general election ballot. 

Eight candidates for School Com- 
mittee have also had their papers re- 
turned and certified: incumbents An- 
thony Bonavita, Shelley Borgatti-Reed, 
Brian Burbank, Carmino Mineo and Wen- 
dy Rua; and challengers Albert Christo- 
pher II, Kerri O'Connor and Tracy Wilkie. 


There are six seats available on the School 
Committee; incumbent Diane Juzba has 
said she will not run for re-election. 

On the City Council, all 11 seats are 
up for election. Aside from Cichetti, who 
is running for mayor, the remaining 10 
incumbents have all had their re-elec- 
tion bids certified for the ballot: George 
Bitzas, Cecilia Calabrese, Paul Cavallo, 
Christopher Johnson, Gina Letellier, Jo- 
seph Mineo, Donald Rheault, Robert Ros- 
si, Anthony Suffriti and Richard Theroux. 
Certified challengers include Billy Ches- 
ter, William Clark, Richard Cohen, Robert 
Magovern, Peter McNair, Joseph Moore, 
Douglas Reed and John Steinberg Jr. As 
of Tuesday morning, the seven declared 
candidates who had not yet returned 
their nomination papers are Michael 
Daley, Susan Dawson, Ronald La Riviere, 
Dino Mercadante, David Morin, Rose- 
mary Sandlin and Ronald Wieners Jr. 

Cohen is the current mayor who de- 
cided not to run for re-election to that 
job. Both of the town's other past mayors, 
Dawson and Johnson, are also seeking 
seats on the City Council. 

If more than 22 councilor candidates 
are nominated, that race would also be 
contested at the preliminary, and only the 
top 22 vote-getters would make it to the 
November vote.

town attorneys to tear the building down. 

e Some homeowners in town will be getting letters 
soon showing a heat map of their houses, with infor- 
mation on how to improve energy efficiency. 

e Colvest Group, which owns the razed motel and 
gas station lots on Suffield Street, recently knocked 
down two nearby homes, but has no plan yet for re- 
development.

Simple temporary solution for Feeding Hills Center 


Feeding Hills resident Kathy Mouneimneh 
recently sent the following letter to the office 
of state Sen. Donald Humason, R-Westfield. 


I just returned from vacation and was 
catching up on back newspapers. I saw in 
the Aug. 3 edition of the Agawam Adver- 
tiser News that the reconstruction of the 
Feeding Hills intersection has been put on 
hold again. This time, reconstruction may 
go out to bid in the summer of 2018 — one 
year from now, with an expected conclu- 
sion of construction sometime between 
the end of 2019 and mid-2020 — three years 
from now. 

For those of us who travel through this 
intersection frequently, this is more than 
discouraging. I have proposed a seemingly 
simple, no-cost temporary solution which 
you told me would be moved forward over 
a year ago. At that time, construction was 
expected to be underway by now. With 
these new anticipated delays, I am renew- 
ing my pursuit of this temporary solution, 


and that is as follows: 

Make no change to the lights running 
from North Westfield to South Westfield 
streets (Route 187). Stop traffic coming 
from Springfield Street traveling towards 
Southwick while traffic from Southwick 
Street goes straight or turns in either di- 
rection. Then stop Southwick Street traf- 
fic traveling toward Agawam while traffic 
from Springfield Street goes straight or 
turns in either direction. In this way, no one 
will be cutting in front of oncoming traffic, 
and drivers turning left from either direc- 
tion will not have to sit through more than 
one light cycle. 

I cannot impress upon you strongly 
enough the importance of doing some- 
thing quickly to alleviate the problems that 
arise at this intersection. I will continue to 
pursue this until something is done. Thank 
you for your assistance.

the Perry Lane Summer Camp played games and helped 

to raise money for the Perry Lane Nursery School with 
its annual carnival. 

Kathy Keenan, the camp director, said the carnival has 
been held during the final week of the nearly two-month- 
long program for nearly 20 years. Each year, the money 
raised from the carnival benefits a different cause. Last 
year, carnival funds were donated to the Agawam Lions 
Club project to modernize the park's playground. 

The camp program, which enrolls about 170 kids aged 
5 to 15, is organized by age group, with a preschool camp, 
a camp for younger children and a teen camp. This year’s 
carnival, which Keenan hoped would raise about $500, was 
organized by the campers enrolled in the teen camp. 

Many of 12 activities they planned were similar to those 
found at an old-fashioned carnival, such as knocking down 
cones with a plastic ball, racing their friends on a challenge 
course to see who could complete it the fastest, trying to 
throw a wiffle ball into a small opening, or having players 
toss off their shoes while on swings to see whose shoes 
would land the farthest. 

Campers paid as little as a few cents or as much as a 
quarter to participate in each activity. Winners received 
pieces of candy as prizes.

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Juzba made ° very difficult’ decision not to seek 8th term

Lawn signs are popping 
up everywhere in town 
this summer as candidates 
gear up for the fall election. 
Many bear familiar names. 
This year, every incumbent 
is running for something — 
except, for the first time in 
14 years, Diane Juzba. 

After serving seven two- 
year terms, Juzba is bidding 
farewell to her School Com- 
mittee seat. Juzba, who an- 
nounced her decision this 
spring, called it “a very dif- 
ficult” choice. 

“I had been thinking 
about it since last Novem- 
ber, but I made up my mind 
in January, she said. 

A behavior analyst who 
works with children with 
autism and multiple dis- 
abilities in their homes, 
schools and communities, 
Juzba plans to focus on her 
career and perhaps pursue 
a doctorate degree. 

Her expertise in the field 
of special education led Juz- 
ba to become a champion 
for special education pro- 
grams in Agawam schools 
during her time on the 
school board. Her advocacy 
helped create a stronger re- 
lationship among the com- 
mittee, the district’s special 
education department, and 
the community.

“T would like to think my

and creating the school 
resource officer position at 
the high school. 

“Full-day kindergarten 
was being discussed when 
I first got elected — it was 
a topic that I was very pas- 
sionate about during my 
first campaign, she said. 
‘Tm very happy that I played 
a part in the decision to add 
it to our district’ 

Juzba also helped to cre- 
ate resolution calling for an 
Agawam police officer to 
serve as school resource of- 
ficer at the high school. 

“That resolution was ad- 
opted unanimously. It also 
paved the way for increased 
security for our schools, 
she added. 

One of her biggest re- 
grets is that a new Early 
Childhood Center has not 


been built. She said the 
committee has discussed 
the issue numerous times 
during her tenure. 

“The committee sees the 
need and has voted in favor 
of a new ECC, Juzba said. 
“Its extremely concerning 
that there continues to be 
a debate about the need 
for a new ECC between city 
councilors and the mayor. 

Juzba said cost appears 
to be the biggest obstacle 
to getting a new ECC built. 
She added that almost ev- 
eryone agrees that the pres- 
ent building is “antiquated” 
and is far too small to fulfill 
the district's needs. 

“Early childhood educa- 
tion is vital for many chil- 
dren, even more so for chil- 
dren with disabilities. As a 
community, we should em- 
brace a healthy, promising 
education for all students, 
from pre-K to gradel12, she 
said. 

She said a new ECC 
would enable children to 
stay in Agawam for services 
they need. Juzba added that 
would result in “an enor- 
mous savings to the School 
Department later on, since 
fewer children would need 
to be outplaced at a higher 
cost to the district. 

“My concern is that the 
decision to build anew ECC 
has not been made due to 
the upcoming election. | 
know decisions regarding 
money are difficult to make 
during an election year, but 
its something the town 
needs to address now. I 
hope that after the election, 
the council and new mayor 
will make a new ECC their 
priority. 

Although there are many

things Juzba will miss about 
the School Committee — 
her colleagues, the many 
presentations by students 
and staff, graduations, visit- 
ing schools, and even work- 
ing on the school budget — 
the one thing she wont miss 
is the politics. It's been one 
of her “biggest struggles” 
while on the committee. 

“I dont believe politics 
belongs in decision-making 
process for education — 
and it exists far too often, 
she said. “People dont al- 
ways know it, but it’s there. 
Children deserve a solid 
education, and politics can 
jeopardize that’ 

With at least three new 
candidates vying for a seat 
on the School Committee 
in the November election, 
Juzba offered some sage 
words to whoever joins 
the committee for the first 
time: be positive. 

“Leave vendettas and 
hard feelings behind, she 
said. “Leave personal feel- 
ings out of your interac- 
tions when you disagree 
with someone. Remember 
that you are one of six peo- 
ple — you dont make de- 
cisions on your own. Be a 
colleague who will be sup- 
portive, strong, profession- 
al, encouraging, and a team 
member. Make decisions in 
the best interest of the chil- 
dren, staff, and programs.’ 

Since making her deci- 
sion, Juzba has occasionally 
had some second thoughts, 
but she said there are “no 
regrets’ about making the 
decision and sticking to it. 

“It’s felt strange not cam- 
paigning this summer and I 
will miss not being on the 
committee come January, 


she added. “But it’s been an 
absolute pleasure serving. 

Juzba has no plans to 
disappear completely. Al- 
though she wont be a mem- 
ber of the board next year, 
Juzba said she will continue 
supporting Agawam schools 
and the School Committee: 
“When there are difficult 
decisions to make, I will be 
there offering support to my 
former colleagues on the 
committee. 


Colleagues praise 

Carmino Mineo was just 
12 years old when Juzba 
won her first election. As 
he and his father Joe — who 
was running for a seat on 
the City Council — await- 
ed the election results with 
Juzba, he remembers how 
excited she was that night. 
More than a decade later, 
when he made a decision 
to enter Agawam politics, 
Mineo sought out Juzbas 
advice. 

“Throughout my time on 
the School Committee, Di- 
ane has been someone! can 
ask for an honest opinion, 
Mineo said. “I’ve learned 
she’s not afraid to speak her 
mind and stand alone if she 
believes in something.’ 

Juzba also served as 
a mentor to Wendy Rua 
when Rua was elected to 
the committee. 

“Diane was always more 
than willing to lend an ear, 
share her knowledge, and 
help me to learn the policy 
and procedures of the com- 
mittee, recalls Rua. “I feel 
blessed to have been able to 
sit next to her and to bene- 
fit from her years of knowl- 
edge. Diane is not only a 
colleague, but she also has 
become a friend’ 

Rua said Juzba will be

a Medallion of Merit Award winner. She 
also served as a certified national score- 
keeper, and was a backup scorekeeper in 
the 1984 Olympic games. 

She was well known for keeping very 
competitive teams, and transforming av- 
erage players into stars who moved on to 
play very well in college. She coached the 
girls program in the fall and the boys pro- 
gram in the spring. 

Moving to wrestling, the Phil Tomkiel 
Holiday Wrestling Tournament has been a 
mainstay for many years in the community. 

Agawam High's Christmas/New Year's 
holiday is not complete without the tour- 
nament, which includes 10-20 teams from 
around the area. 

The man the tournament is named 
after, Tomkiel, was a longtime coach for 
Agawam, coaching from 1974 to 1999. He 
coached Agawam to 288 dual meet wins 
in a period of 10 seasons. He coached two 
state champion teams. 

He has been recognized nation- 
ally, as a Coach of the Year in 1995, 
and was Western Mass. Coach of the 
Year 10 times. He is in both the state 
and National Wrestling Hall of Fame. 
His contributions have been passed 
through the alumni and has kept Aga- 
wams currently wrestling program very 
strong, with continued 100-win grapplers 
and numerous Western Mass. and state 
champions in recent years. 

The Hall of Fame features players, 
coaches, and even teams. 

Players headed for this year’s Hall of 
Fame include Kara Powell, a member of 
the 2006 Agawam High School girls bas- 
ketball team. 

She was a four-year varsity player, and 
one of the few females from Agawam that 







has surpassed the 1,000-point plateau. 
She would win the Vi Goodnow Award for 
the best girls basketball player in Western 
Mass. She went on to contribute at the 
University of Richmond, where she regis- 
tered 695 career points. 

The 1931 Agawam football team is 
headed for the Hall. The team was led by 
2016 Inductee Harmon Smith. The team 
includes Creighton Abrams, Charles Ben- 
oit, Henry Charvet, Clark Jones, Walter 
Mosely, Primo “Squeaks Mutti, Stanley 
Nacewicz, Edward Parent, Everett Pond, 
Sam Provo, Robert Raymond, Norman 
Roberts, and Merrill Tisdel. 

The team did not give up a point in 
seven games played. 

The Hall of Fame committee is looking 
for any players from the team still in the 
area or their family members to attend 
the induction. 

Special thanks to Joanne Brown, a 
member of the committee, for providing 
biographical information for several of 
the inductees.

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roof was placed on a City 
Council agenda in June. As 
of earlier this week, how- 
ever, the roof has not been 
touched, and inside the 
pro shop, more ceiling tiles 
are showing signs of water 
damage from the leaky roof. 

“There is no question the 
roof needs to be replaced, 
said City Council President 
James Cichetti. “But how we 
go about it is the question. 
The City Council reached a 
consensus that the course 
should use their retained 
earnings and then come to 
us if they need more. 

At this stage of the year, 
however, retained earnings 
cannot even be spent, Co- 
hen said. 

“DOR has to certify the 
golf course retained earn- 
ings before we can do any- 
thing with the money, said 
Cohen. 

And that process could 
take until near the end of 
the golfing season in 2017. 

“We usually do not see 
it certified until sometime 
in the middle of September, 
or even into October, said 
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Cohen. “We are one of more 
than 300 communities wait- 
ing. 

Meanwhile, Roberto re- 
mains concerned about the 
health of the building if the 
town has to endure any ex- 
tended rainstorms, or the 
type of storms that occurred 
in late July, with more than 
an inch or two of rain drop- 
ping in a short period of 
time. 

The finances of the golf 
course have been a source 
of controversy over the past 
few years as city councilors 
have grown impatient of 
funding operating budget 
shortfalls and capital needs 
with general fund, taxpayer 
money. 

The course has had a 
couple of profitable sea- 
sons in 2015 and 2016, but 
the town has still expanded 
nearly half a million dollars 
into capital needs for the 
course, including a multi- 
use lawnmower and new 
golf carts. 

The council office con- 
firmed this week no new 
business items regarding 
the golf course have been 
submitted by the golf course 
or mayors Office.

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site side of the school (the side clos- 
est to Town Hall). Parents who arrive 
after 8:20 must queue up in the rear 
parking lot and wait until school bus- 
es leave before dropping off students 
at the front entrance. 

For afternoon dismissals, parents 
will again enter the school driveway 
by the front parking lot. It can be ac- 
cessed at 2:30, but cars must queue up 
in rear parking lot to wait for students 
to be dismissed through rear doors 
by the cafeteria on the Town Hall 
side. Once buses leave, cats will exit 
through the Town Hall side driveway. 

“Tt took several meetings to devel- 
op and finalize the new traffic pat- 
tern. Our main concern was always 
the safety of students, staff, and par- 
ents — especially students. The plan 
may create a few minutes’ delay for 
some parents, but we could no lon- 
ger allow cars to park in front of the 
school,’ said Federico. 

Federico said parents cannot drop 
off and pick up students at the Towne 
Insurance Agency adjacent to the 
school. The front parking lot will re- 
main open during the school day for 
visitor parking as well as for meetings, 
late arrivals, and early dismissals. 

“More and more parents are drop- 
ping off and picking up on Main 
Street. In the last two to three years, 
it's become a serious problem, said 
Federico. “Not only do cars start lin- 
ing up as early as two oclock on some 
days — stretching down to Town Hall 
— but cars also are making three- 
point turns in front of the school. 
Our buses can't get to Main Street 
without police traffic control: 


Gridlock an issue

years. Federico said alternate drop- 
off and pick-up plans have been con- 
sidered for several years because of 
unsafe conditions caused by parking 
lot gridlock. 

Imminent construction projects 
and the future bike lane made de- 
veloping a new plan a priority. Many 
factors were considered — including 
bus schedules and routes, how many 
cars the parking lot will hold, parent 
needs, construction timelines, vis- 
itor access, impact on nearby busi- 
nesses and homes — but the most 
important goal was getting cars off 
the street and keeping buses and 
cars separated so students could be 
picked up and dropped off safely. 

“This is a challenge for the Do- 
ering School due to its location, 
said Federico. “We had hoped the 
town would purchase the property 
between the school and Town Hall 
this past spring. If it had been pur- 
chased, we could have incorporated

the property into our plans and had 
more options. But it didn’t happen, 
so we were left developing a plan 
with limited options’ 

The plan will be reviewed during 
an evening orientation for parents 
of incoming fifth grade students on 
Thursday, Aug. 31. Maps of the new 
drop-off and pick-up route will be 
available at orientation. 

Maps also will be distributed to 
students on the first day of school 
and during Back-to-School Night, 
Wednesday, Sept. 13. The new pro- 
cedures with the map also can be 
viewed on the Doering School web- 
site and on the School Department's 
Facebook page. 

“Our hope is that these new pro- 
cedures will be utilized and adhered 
to for the safety of all involved,’ said 
Mayor Richard Cohen. “I want to 
thank everyone in advance for ob- 
serving these new procedures’ 

The school safety officer and oth- 
er Agawam police officers will be at 
the school during drop-off and dis- 
missal times to enforce the new plan 
as well as to guide and assist parents. 
School staff also will be outside to as- 
sist students. 

The newtraffic pattern will be close- 
ly monitored and adjusted if needed, 
said Lemanski. “As with any plan, there 
is a period of adjustment, with some 
changes possible to improve the new 
procedure. Change is not always easy, 
but in this case it’s necessary. The bot- 
tom line is student safety:

creation of land use zones 
to suit individual property 
owners requests, rather 
than a broader communi- 
ty plan applied consistent- 
ly throughout a neighbor- 
hood. 

Joseph  Pacella, a 
Springfield lawyer who 
represented Zielinski, said 
the town should welcome 
a solar farm on Shoemak- 
er Lane. 

“This is a very good 
spot, said Pacella. “This 
is significantly removed 
from any visual impact. 
This is an incredibly not 
densely situated part of 
the town.’ 

He said the nearest 
home would be more 
than 1,700 feet away from 
the solar array, and the 
roadway would be 2,000 
feet away. Although the 
solar installation would 
have no direct effect on 
Agawam residents elec- 
tric bills, added Pacella, 
it would pay property 
taxes without increasing 
the demand on town ser- 
vices such as police and 
schools. 

Paleologopoulos said 
his concern was not with 
the neighborhood impact 
of solar panels, but of 
what might happen if the 
property owner chooses 
to take advantage of other 
uses allowed under indus- 
trial zoning. 

“One of the things were 
charged with when mak- 
ing a zone change is look- 
ing at possible uses in the 
future, through perpetu- 
ity, said Paleologopoulos. 
“If we make the property 
industrial now, it opens up 
a lot of options. ... There is 
no way for us to regulate it 
once we change it.’ 

One of the abutters, 
however, did say he ob- 
jected to a solar farm in 
the area. David Fleury, 
who said he grew up in 


the neighborhood, is a 
fifth-generation Agawam 
resident and now owns 
Crestview Country Club, 
said his problems with the 
proposal include not just 
future industrial uses, but 
also “a negative impact” 
on the agricultural vista 
that can be seen from the 
higher ground on the golf 
course. He said Crestview 
would not oppose hous- 
ing or the continuation 
of agricultural use of the 
land, which he described 
as complementary to the 
ambiance of golf. 

Agawams zoning code 
does not mention solar 
panels specifically. The 
industrial zone definition 
is written in an inclusion- 
ary fashion, to allow any 
land use except those spe- 
cifically prohibited. Ag- 
ricultural and residential 
zones are defined using 
exclusionary language. 
Opponents of a previous 
solar project in Feeding 
Hills said that this means 
solar facilities, which are 
not specifically allowed, 
should be excluded from 
agricultural and residen- 
tial zones. 

After the meeting, 
Pacella said a negative 
recommendation by the 
Planning Board will not 
affect his request for the 
zone change. He said state 
law places the onus on 
towns not to exclude solar 
facilities through overly 
restrictive zoning. 

“Were sure the state 
statute that requires 
towns to allow for solar 
will be weighed heavily by 
the Town Council, said 
Pacella. 

The Council is cur- 
rently working on incor- 
porating provisions for 
large solar arrays into the 
towns zoning code. That 
process is separate from 
next month's public hear- 
ing on the specific Shoe- 
maker Lane zone change 
petition.
